Welcome, Opening Remarks & Overview of Meeting Agenda:

The Chair (Commissioner June Tierney) gave an overview of the meeting agenda and welcomed
new and returning Panel members and members of the public. It was noted that there are 13
Panel members present; hence there was a quorum.

Introduction of New & Returning Panelists: Panel members briefly introduced themselves.

Approval of Meeting Minutes: Draft meeting minutes for the Panel’s May 24, 2018 meeting
were briefly discussed. A motion passed unanimously to table approval of these minutes until
the panel members had an adequate opportunity to review them.

Entergy Update on Decommissioning Activities at VY:

Panelist Corey Daniels, VY Director of Decommissioning, presented an update on recent
activities at the VY site. The completion of the Dry Fuel Storage Project, modifications to the VY
Protected Area, and the anticipated departure of Entergy employees from the site were
discussed. Updates on the Groundwater Management Program and the value of the
Decommissioning Trust Fund were also provided.

State of Vermont Update on Decommissioning Activities at VY: June Tierney, Commissioner
VT Department of Public Service, provided a brief State Activities update. The VT PUC ruling on
the proposed VY Sale to NorthStar remains on hold, awaiting the US Nuclear Regulatory
Commission ruling on the sale.

PANEL QUESTIONS AND COMMENTS: On State and Entergy Updates

Panelist questions related to the likely cost recovery from US Department of Energy for VY
Spent Fuel storage expenses, the scope of the NRC’s onsite inspection next week, the fencing
surrounding the Dry Cask storage pads, the access control for VY structures that are no longer
part of the Protected Area, and the present number of people working at the VY site.
